‘We're judged 
by the Army on charges. A $4 
to $4.50 an hour worker is 
cha d out at $14.50. We've 
been ‘managed’ out of jobs by 
the overhead costs piled up by 
supervision.”” 

The Depot's golf course was 
brought up repeatedly during 
the two-hour union meeting. 

Bachinski said he was disap- 
pointed in the community tak- 
ing the stand that it would like 
to have the property. 

“The. mayor can 
golf course.” 

Someone in the audience 
called out, “Yeh, let the mayor 
have it. He can plow it up and 
plant turnips.” 

Bachinski called for a show 
of hands on how many mem- 
bers had written letters, and 
one remarked that he had even 
placed calls to Washington. 

A non-veteran spoke up and 
said he had been turned down 
by the Army, but felt his job at 
the Depot gave him a role in 
protecting and preserving the 
country. “My dad's a disabled 
vet, and I'm trying to help to 
the best of my ability." He was 
given a round of applause. 

About 12 to 15 of the union 
members at the meeting, it 
was brought out, are members.

emergency work in Vietnam or 
anywhere overseas.

Establish 7 


The SIU-SW basketball team, 
which finished its season with a 
7-16 record, set 19 new records 
in 32 categories in its third year 
of intercollegiate competition, 
SIU-SW opened its doors to stu- 
dents five years ago and now 
has a 12,100 enrollment. 

Nine of the new records were 
set during the 1969-70 campaign 
by the Cougars’ captain, Bernie 
Pitts of Alton, a senior. Three 
were posted by Rich Essington, 
junior guard, who played his 
prep ball at Venice high. Four 
were made by John “Champ” 
Summers, of Madison, a junior 
who became eligible early in 
January, 

Pitts and Essington were reg- 
ulars all season and played 23 
and 22 games respectively, 
while Summers took part in 15 
contests. 

Pitts broke the school’s indi- 
vidual career scoring record 
formerly held by Tom Dahncke 
when he scored 707 points, 

Rewriting the Record Book 

Two other school records 
were re-written by Pitts: most 
free throws, 327, and most free 
throws made, 205. In each case, 
the old record was held by East 
Alton’s Gary Collins, since grad- 
uated, Collins’ old ‘single-game 
freethrow attempts record of 18 
also was bettered by Pitts this 
season when he was awarded 
19 in the Cougars' game with 
Milton College. 

In single game statistics, Pitts 
broke his own free throws at- 
tempted record of 133 set last 
year with his 194 taken in 1969- 
70, Pitts rewrote the one-game 
rebound school career mark of 
John Gregory of Belleville (193) 
when the Alton native pulled 
down 242 caroms this past sea- 
son. He set a new single-game 
rebound mark of 25 this year. 

SIU-SW's single game record 
for free throws made was 
claimed this season by Pitts as 
he made 129 to supplant Greg- 
ory'’s old mark of 81 set in the 
1968-69 campaign. 

Pitts’ other two new stand- 
ards were set in rebounds and 
most points in one season, Both 
were held by Gregory. In re- 
bounds, the new mark was 242; 
the high points total was 389, 

39 Points by Summers 

Summers set the new single- 
game scoring high in a regula- 
tion contest in the Cougars’ fi- 
nale when he poured through 
39 against McKendree. 

The old record had been held 
by Dahncke, when he made 32 
against the Sanford-Brown Col- 
lege club in December 1967. The 
previous high, however, was 
held by Pitts, but in a double- 
overtime contest last season, 
when he scored 35 against 
Rockford College. 

Essington set a new high in 
field goals this season when he 
made 145, Pitts had held the 
previous high of 121, set last 
season, 

New Team Marks 

‘The 1969-70 SIU-SW club set 
two new team records: free 
throws attempted—new record 


Records 


48, old, 46; free throws made— 
new record 39, old, 36, 

The old team high for a sin- 
gle game, 111 points made by 
the 1967-68 club, was tied by 
this season's team when the 
Cougars scored 111 against Mil- 
ton College. 

Individual leaders for the sea- 
son just completed were Pitts 
and Summers, although Sum- 
mers played only 15 games to 
Pitts’ 23, Summers posted the 
highest game-scoring average 
with 22.47 points to Pitts’ 16.91 
However, Pitts was hampered 
by a sprained wrist on his 
shooting arm in four games, 

Top rebounding honors on a 
per-game average went to Sum- 
mers, also, as the Madison na- 
tive averaged 11.9 per game 
compared to Pitt's 10.5, 

Shooting Accuracy 

Essington, third high in per- 
game scoring for the Cougars, 
posted the best shooting per- 
centage from the field with a 
458 figure 

Dennis Carroll of St. Louis, 
who came on strong in the last 
part of the season, led all SIU. 
SW players at the free throw 
line with a sensational .800 
mark, In fact, the former Ros- 
ary’ high grad finished the sea- 
son’ with 24 out of 25 chances. 

He will enter next year with

City Clean Air 
Board Wants 
Full-Time Staff 


A recommendation for a $17,- 
000. budget in 1970-71 is to be 
presented to the Granite City 
council by the city Air Pollu- 
tion Control board to provide 
for hiring a young engineer on 
a full-time basis as assistant 
technical secretary. 

Under the arrangement, the 
assistant would work under the 
supervision of the present part- 
time technical secretary, Prof. 
Erwin Hoelscher, who has been 
with the local board for several 
years and would provide the as- 
spect of continuity. 

Initially, the staff would in- 
clude a part-time office secre- 
tary, and it is expected the 
budget would increase to a min- 
imum of $20,000 within one to 
two years. 

In a study prepared by the 
consulting firm of Ryckman, 
Edgerly, Tomlinson & Associ- 
ates, St. Louis, it was noted 
the presence of a full-time en- 
gineer and secretary, a contact 
would be available to the citi- 
zens at all times for complaints 
and data. 

Even if a part-time secretary 
would not permit such contact, 
an answering service or record- 
ing device would permit the 
engineer to make a return call 
within a short time and the 
citizens would be served in a 
favorable manner, the survey 
showed. 

The consulting firm also is 
urging the present air pollution 
control ordinance be updated to 
conform to exemption require- 
ments and projected regional 
agency requirement. 

The local clean air board is 
planning to ask the council to 
change the present ordinance 
for compliance with new state 
standards that have been estab- 
lished since the law was first 
prepared in 1967. 

In the event a full-time engi- 
neer is not hired, the consultant 
firm suggests that the board 
could contract part-time engi 
neering assistance with a con- 
sulting engineering firm with 
installation of telephone link- 
age which would permit direct 
contact by the citizens to some- 
one knowledgeable with the 
Granite City program and ca- 
pable of taking immediate ac- 
tion.

For that reason, it 
guarantees parents the right to 
send their children to non-public 
schools. Obviously, Illinois 
would not permit parents to 
send their children to church ir

Answer: By the same token 
you cannot separate the public 
school from the “‘churchless.”” 
Separation of church and state 
means that the state should be 
neutral on church matters, 
neither favoring nor opposing 
schools for the precise reason 
that they are either church- 
related or ‘‘churchless."” The 
state, therefore, should not care 

ether a school is with a 
church or without a church. 
The state's concern is the edu- 
cation of its future citizens in 
any school which meets the 
state standards. Non - public 
schools meet state standards. 

3. The state needs every 
penny of tax money for pub- 
lic education. Money diverted 
to non-public schools will de- 
prive public schools of money 
desperately needed just to keep 
going. 

Answer: If non-public schools 
close down, the state will need 
not pennies but millions of dol- 
lars to set up schools for the 
non-public children. 

4. Giving tax funds to non- 
public schools will encourage 
all sorts of groups to start 
schools and that will destroy 
the public school system 

Answer: There need be no 
danger of that. The state has a 
right to set standards for a 
school’s eligiibility to receive 
state funds.

America is the 
land of the free, where people 
have a right to their differences 
as well as to their agreements. 
Since there are about 450,000 
non-public school pupils, or 
about 16% of all school children 
n non-public schools, this is a 
matter of concern to all 

If the. non-public schools of 
Illinois down, t would 
cost taxpayers at least $210, 
000,000, based on the present 
minimum expenditure of $520 
year per average daily attend- 
nce. This cast could be as 
much as $324,000,000, based on 
the statewide average of ap- 
proximately $800 expended 
yearly per pupil.

Chance to Vote Can Begin Healthy 
Government Interest, Involvement 


(Illinois League of Women Voters) 


& minimum voting age of 18 
or 19, preferably 18, and shorter 
residency requirements are sug- 
gested for the new Illinois Con- 
stitution. 

Reasons for lowering the vot- 
ing age are many. 

Perhaps the most relevant 
one for the future of democracy 
in a society growing more com- 
plex, urban and impersonal is 
the need to involve citizens in 
all phases and stages of govern- 
ment. 

At the age of 18 or 19, Ameri- 
can citizens are adequately pre- 
pared and sufficiently mature 
to share in the election process. 
To delay that participation is 
unnecessary and unwise in the 
degree to which it postpones 
the involvement of those who 
are interested in government. 

On residency, the present re- 
quirements are necessarily 
long to accomplish the purposes 


for which such requirements 
are designed. 

The purposes are to establish 
a single voting place for each 
individual citizen in order to 
prevent multi-voting, to insure 
interest in the outcome of the 
election, and to insure that the 
yoter is informed in his deci- 
sion. 

We are concerned over the 
number of citizens who are dis- 
franchised by moving from 
state to state or within the state 
during the required residency 
periods. We therefore support 
the following residency require- 
ment: 

1, Presidential elections — a 
period of .60 days or less, (The 
relevant purpose here is to 
establish a single voting place.) 

2, State and Congressional 
elections—a period of 30 to 90 
days, and not more than six 
months. 


Moving Costs May Be Deductible 


(lllinois Society of Certified Public Accountants) 


Did you switch jobs in 1969 
and move 20 miles or more to 
a new home in order to be 
closer to your new place of 
work? 

Were you transferred by 
your company, and is your new 
place of work at least 20 miles 
farther from your former 
home than the place where 
you used to work? 

If either of the above is true 
—and if you worked or expect 
to work full-time in your new 
job at least 39 weeks in the 12- 
month period following your ar- 
rival—then you can deduct your 
moving expenses, __ including 
packing, crating and in-transit 
storage charges, on your fed- 
eral income tax return due 
April 15. 

In moving to a new home, 
you can also deduct reason- 
able travel expenses, including 
the cost of meals and lodging, 
for your family and yourself. 

Of course, if your employer 
reimbursed you for all or some 
of these costs, to the extent you 
are reimbursed, your expenses 
may not be deducted for tax 
purposes. 

That is the situation for 1969 
income. With respect to 1970 
income, however, on which re- 
tums will be filed next year, 
the ew Tax Reform Act 
makes some significant changes 
concerning expenses of reloca- 
tion. 


One change is that the 20 
mile-distance test of deductibil- 
ity will become a 50-mile test. 
Thus, if the distance between a 
taxpayer's former _ residence 
and former place of business 
was 10 miles, his new place of 
business will have to be at 
lease 60 miles from his former 
residence to permit any deduc- 
tions for moving expenses on 
returns for 1970 and subsequent 
years. 

But in addition to existing de- 
ductions, the new law will per- 
mit taxpayers also to deduct 
travel costs, meals and lodging 
at the new job location for as 
much as 30 days while waiting 
to take occupancy, and attor- 
neys’ fees, real estate agents’ 
commissions and other reson- 
able expenses involved. 

There will be an overall lim- 
itation of $2500 on deductible 
moving expenses. Allowable 
house-hunting and temporary 
living expenses while waiting 
to move into the new home will 
be limited to $1000. 

Any reimbursements re- 
ceived from employers for mov- 
ing expenses, however, will 
have to be included in taxpay- 
ers’ gross income and are sub- 
ject to withholding. 

The rules for 1970 moving ex- 
penses, under certain circum- 
stances, for the first time may 
also apply to self-employed 
persons.
